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On the road again: Travelers emerge In time for Thanksgiving

DALLAS (AP) — _  Deter- 
mined to reclaim Thanks- 
giving traditions that were 
OUT ON pause last year by 
the pandemic, millions of 
Americans will be loading 
Up their cars or piling onto 
planes to gather again 
with friends and family. 

The number of air travelers 
this week is expected to 
approach or even exceed 
pre-pandemic levels, and 
auto club AAA predicts 
that 48.3 million people will 
travel at least 50 miles from 
home over the holiday pe- 
riod, an increase of nearly 
4 million over last year de- 
soite sharply higher gaso- 
line prices. 

Many feel emboldened 
by the fact that nearly 200 
million Americans are now 
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fully vaccinated. But it also 
means brushing aside con- 
cerns about a resurgent vi- 
rus at a time when the U.S. 
is NOW averaging nearly 
100,000 new infections a 
day and hospitals in Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Colorado 
and Arizona are seeing 
alarming increases in pa- 
tients. 

The seven-day daily aver- 
age of new reported cases 
Up nearly 30% in the last two 
weeks through Tuesday, 
according to figures from 
Johns Hopkins University. 
The U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
says unvaccinated people 
should not travel, although 
it is unclear whether that 
recommendation is having 
any effect.

More than 2.2 million trav- 
elers streamed through 
airport checkpoints last Fri- 
day, the busiest day since 
the pandemic devastated 
travel early last year. From 
Friday through Tuesday, the 
number of people flying 
in the U.S. was more than 
double the same days last 
year and less than 9% lower 
than the same days in 2019. 
At Newark Liberty Interna- 
tional Airport in New Jersey, 
Christian Titus was head- 
ing to visit extended family 
in Canada. Titus says he's 
soent much of the pan- 
demic inside but Is willing 
to risk flying on a crowded 
airplane because he misses 
being around his family. He 
got a booster shot fo in- 
crease his protection. 

"My mental health does 
better by being around 
my family during these 
times," he said. "Yeah, It's 
dangerous. Buf you love 
these people, so you do 
what you can fo stay safe 
around them." 

Meka Starling and her hus- 
band were excited for 
many members of their 
extended family to meet 
their 2-year-old son, Kaid- 
en, for the first time at a big 
Thanksgiving gathering in 
Linden, New Jersey. 

"We've put pictures on 
Facebook so a lot of them 
have seen pictures of him, 
but to get to actually touch 
him and talk to him, I'm ex- 
cited about If," said Starling, 
44, of West Point, Mississippi. 
For their part, airlines are 
hoping to avoid a repeat of 
the massive flight cancel- 
lations — more than 2,300 
apiece — that dogged 
Southwest and American 
Airlines at different times 
last month. 

The breakdowns © started 
with bad weather in one 
part of the country and 
soun out of control. In the 
past, airlines had enough 
pilots, flight attendants and 
other workers to recover 
from many disruptions with-

in a day or two. They are 
finding it harder to bounce 
back now, however, be- 
cause they are stretched 
thin after pushing thou- 
sands of employees to quit 
when travel collapsed last 
year. 

American, Southwest, 
Delta and United have alll 
been hiring lately, which 
gives the airlines and _in- 
dustry observers hope that 
flights will stay on track this 
week. 

‘The airlines are prepared 
for the holidays," said Hel- 
ane Becker, an airlines an- 
alyst for financial-services 
firm Cowen. "They cut back 
the number of flights, the 
industry has enough pl- 
lots, they are putting more 
flight attendants through 
their (training) academies, 
and they are paying flight 
attendants a _ premium 
— what I'm going to call 
hazardous-duty pay — To 
encourage people not fo 
blow off work." 

The airlines have little mar- 
gin for error right now. 


American expected fo fill 
more than 90% of its seats 
with paying customers on 
Tuesday. That's a. throw- 
back to holiday travel be- 
fore the pandemic. 

"There is not a lot of room 
to put people on another 
flight if something goes 
wrong," said Dennis Tajer, 
a pilot for the airline and a 
sookesman for the Ameri- 
can pilots’ union. 

By midday Wednesday 
on the East Coast, airlines 
in the U.S. had canceled 
about 70 flights, an Unusu- 
ally low number, according 
to FlightAware. The Federal 
Aviation Administration re- 
ported very few. airports 
affected by significant de- 
lays. 

Casey Murray, president of 
the pilots’ union at South- 
west, said things seemed 
to be going reasonably 
well by late morning on 
Wednesday. He said he 
had not received any re- 
ports of major incidents in- 
volving unruly passengers 
for several days.

At Sky Harbor International 
Airport in Phoenix, hundreds 
of travelers waited in secu- 
rity lines snaking around in 
a half-dozen loops. The ter- 
minals were packed with 
people, and with § seats 
all taken, travelers sat in 
floors as they waited for 
their flights. There were also 
long lines for food at a time 
when some Phoenix airport 
workers are on strike in a 
disoute over wages and 
benefits. 

At the Denver airport, Ra- 
sheeda Golden arrived 
from Houston with her boy- 
friend and his sister on their 
way to a snowmobiling ex- 
cursion over Thanksgiving. 
"It's exciting to be traveling 
now, especially with things 
opening back up, some 
sense of normalcy going 
on. | welcome It," she said. 


Golden added that she's 
not worried about flying, 
but she remains cautious 
when she Is in "a cluster of 
too many people." 

"As long as we have our 
masks on, I've done my 
oart, she said. ‘The rest Is To 
enjoy my vacation." 

For holiday travelers going 
by car, the biggest pain is 
likely to be higher prices at 
the pump. The nationwide 
average for gasoline on 
Tuesday was $3.40 a gal- 
lon, according to AAA, up 
more than 60% from last 
Thanksgiving. 

Those prices could be one 
of several factors that will 
discourage some holiday 
travelers. In a survey con- 
ducted by Gasbuddy, 
which tracks pump prices, 
about half of the app users 
who responded said high 
prices will affect their travel 
plans this week. About two 
in five said they aren't mak- 
iINg as many trips for a vari- 
ety of reasons. 

President Joe Biden on 
Tuesday ordered 50 million 
barrels of oil released from 
America's strategic reserve 
to help bring down energy 
costs, in coordination with 
other major energy con- 
suming nations. The USS. 
action is aimed at global 
energy markets, but also at 
heloing Americans coping 
with higher inflation and ris- 
ing prices ahead of Thanks- 
giving and winter holiday 
travel. 

The price at the pump 
was a bit of a shock to Tye 
Reedy, who flew into Cali- 
fornia from Tennessee and 
borrowed his friend's truck 
for some sightseeing. Gas 
was running $5 a gallon at 
the Chevron in Alameda, 
and it cost $100 to fill up the 
truck. "We did not travel last 
year because of COVID 
restrictions and alll," Reedy 
said. "But you know, we're 
confident enough ... with 
the vaccine and where 
things are now with the vi- 
rus that, you know, we felt 
comfortable traveling.") 
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White House: 92% of fed workers under mandate are vaccinated

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Biden administration's vac- 
cine mandate for millions 
of federal workers seems 
to be working, with no ap- 
parent disruption to law 
enforcement, intelligence- 
gathering or holiday travel. 
On Tuesday, one day after 
the deadline for compli- 
ance, 92% of the 3.5 million 
federal workers covered by 
Biden's mandate reported 
to the government that 
they are at least partially 
vaccinated, according to 
White House officials. 

The highest number of par- 
tial vaccinations by Tues- 
day was at the Agency 
for International Develop- 
ment, which had 97.8%, 
followed closely by the De- 
partment of Health and Hu- 
man Services at 96.4% and 
State Department at 96.1%, 
according to data pro- 
vided by the White House 
Wednesday. 

Law enforcement agen- 
cies do lag behind in vac- 
cines, with the Justice De- 
partment at 89.8%. The 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs is at 87.8% of partial 
vaccinations, though the 
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President Joe Biden speaks about COVID-19 vaccinations after touring a Clayco Corporation 
construction site for a Microsoft data center in Elk Grove Village, Ill., on Oct. 7, 2021. 


Defense Department was 
93.4% and the Homeland 
Security Department was 
88.9%. The government of- 
fice with the lowest number 
of partially vaccinated em- 
ployees was the Agriculture 
Department, at 86.1%. 

But overall, 96.5% of fed- 
eral employees have been 
deemed in compliance 
with the policy, which also 


includes medical or reli- 
gious exemptions that are 
still being evaluated. The 
rest are considered out of 
compliance, but officials 
emphasized that "it's not a 
cliff," and that workers will 
receive counseling to get 
vaccinated or file for an ex- 
emption. Only then would 
termination be considered. 
"We know vaccine require- 
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ments work," said White 
House assistant press sec- 
retary Kevin Munoz. "We 
hope that our implementa- 
tion sends the clear mes- 
sage To businesses to move 
forward with similar mea- 
sures that will protect their 
workforce, protect their 
customers, and protect our 
communities." 

White House officials said 


the data was just a snap- 
shot and the numbers 
would continue fo rise in the 
days and weeks ahead. 
As they work through ad- 
ditional vaccines and ex- 
ceptions, there will be no 
disruptions to government 
services, the officials said. 
Since instituting the initial 
vaccine-or-test mandate 
this summer and then the 
more-restrictive require- 
ment without a test-out op- 
tion this fall, the White House 
has believed the federal 
government could serve as 
a model for the rest of the 
nation's employers for how 
vaccinations could help 
shepherd a quicker return 
to the normal. 

White House officials say 
the most important § les- 
son for businesses from the 
federal experience is that 
once they take the first step 
toward requirements, their 
workers will follow. 

The numbers from the In- 
ternal Revenue = Service 
show how a_ mandate 
can drive up the vaccina- 
tion rate. About 25% of the 
agency's workforce _ first 
got a shot after Biden an- 
nounced the mandate in 
September; now, 98% are 
in compliance.) 


Interior Department approves 2nd large US offshore wind farm

The Biden administration 
approved an offshore wind 
farm off the coast of Rnode 
Island on Wednesday as 
part of a plan to deploy 30 
gigawatts of offshore wind 
energy by 2030. 

The U.S. Department of 
the Interior announced it 
approved the’ construc- 
tion and operations of the 
South Fork Wind project, 
the departments second 
approval of a commercial- 
scale, offshore wind energy 
project in the United States. 
Last week, the department 
marked the groundbreak- 
ing off the coast of Mas- 
sachusetts for the first com- 
mercial-scale offshore wind 
project. 

Seven major offshore wind 
farms would be developed 
on the east and west coasts 
of the U.S. and in the Gulf 
of Mexico under a plan 
announced last month 


by the Biden administra- 
tion to build infrastructure, 
create jobs and address 
global warming. Deploy- 
ing 30 gigawatts of offshore 
wind energy would gener- 
ate enough electricity to 
power more than 10 million 
homes. 

The South Fork Wind project 
will be located about 19 
miles (30 kilometers) south- 
east of Block Island, Rhode 
Iskand, and 35 miles (56 ki- 
lometers) east of Montauk 
Point, New York. It's expect- 
ed fo provide roughly 130 
megawatts, enough power 
for about 70,000 homes. 
The first U.S. offshore wind 
farm opened off Block Is- 
land in 2016. But at five tur- 
bines, It's not commercial- 
scale. 

Orsted, the Danish energy 
company, acquired the 
developer, Rhode _Island- 
based Deepwater Wind, 
and now operates that 
wind farm. 


Orsted is developing the 
South Fork Wind project 
with utility Eversource. The 
Interior Department ap- 
proved up to 12 turbines. 
Rhode Island coastal reg- 
Ulators gave the project 
critical approval this spring 
over the objections of the 
fishing industry and some 
environmentalists. 
Commercial fishing busi- 
nesses have said planned 
offshore wind projects off 
the East Coast would make 
it difficult to harvest valu- 
able seafood species such 
as scalloos and _ lobsters. 
Some conservation groups 
fear that big turbines will kill 
birds. 

The project off the coast 
of Massachusetts, Vine- 
yard Wind 1, is expected to 
produce about 800 mega- 
watts, enough power for 
more than 400,000 homes. 
The first steos of construc- 
tion will include laying 
down two transmission ca-

bles that will connect the 
wind farm to the mainland. 
The administration expects 
to review at least 16 con- 
struction and operations 
plans for commercial off- 
shore wind energy facilities 
by 2025. 

"We have no time to waste 
in cultivating and investing 
in a clean energy econo- 


my that can sustain us for 
generations," Secretary of 
the Interior Deb Haaland 
said in a statement. “Just 
one year ago, there were 
no large-scale offshore 
wind projects approved in 
the federal waters of the 
United States. Today there 
are two, with several more 
on the horizon.") 
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All 3 men charged in ranery s death convicted of murder

BRUNSWICK, Ga. (AP) — 
Jurors on Wednesday con- 
victed the three white men 
charged in the death of 
Ahmaud Arbery, the Black 
man who was chased and 
fatally shot while running 
through their neighbor- 
hood in an attack that be- 
came part of the larger na- 
tional reckoning on racial 
injustice. 

The jury deliberated for 
about 10 hours before con- 
victing Greg McMichael, 
son Travis McMichael and 
neighbor William "Roddie" 
Bryan, who all face mini- 
mum sentences of life in 
orison. It is up to the judge 
to decide whether that 
comes with or without the 
possibility of parole. 

Travis McMichael stood for 
the verdict, his lawyer's arm 
around his shoulder. At one 
point, McMichael lowered 
his head to his chest. Af- 
ter the verdicts were read, 
as he stood to leave, he 
mouthed "love you" to his 
mother, who was in the 
courtroom. 

Greg McMichael hung his 
head when the judge read 
his first guilty verdict. Rob- 
bie Bryan bit his lip. 
Moments after the verdicts 
were announced, Arbery's

father, Marcus Arbery Sr., 
was seen crying and hug- 
ging supporters outside the 
courtroom. 

"He didn't do nothing,’ the 
father said, "but run and 
dream." 

Ben Crump, attorney for Ar- 
bery's father, sooke outside 
the courthouse, saying re- 
peatedly, ‘The spirit of Ah- 
maud defeated the lynch 
mob." 

Arberys mother, Wanda 
Cooper-Jones, thanked 
the crowd gathered for the 
verdict and said she did 
not think she would see this 
day. 

It's been a long fight. It's 
been a hard fight. But God 
is good," she said. Of her 


son, she said, "He will now 
rest In peace." 

The McMichaels grabbed 
guns and jumped in a 
pickup truck to pursue the 
25-year-old affer seeing 
him running outside the 
Georgia port city of Bruns- 
wick in February 2020. Bry- 
an joined the pursuit in his 
own pickup and recorded 
cellohone video of Travis 
McMichael fatally shooting 
Arbery. 

The father and son told po- 
lice they suspected Arbery 
was a fleeing burglar. But 
the prosecution argued 
that the men provoked 
the fatal confrontation 
and that there was no evi- 
dence Arbery had commit-

ted crimes in the neighbor- 
hood. 

“We commend the cour- 
age and bravery of this jury 
to say that what happened 
on Feb. 23, 2020, to Ah- 
maud Arbery — the hunt- 
ing and killing of Anmaud 
Arbery — if was not only 
morally wrong but legally 
wrong, and we are thankful 
for that," said Latonia Hines, 
Cobb County executive 
assistant district attorney. 
Prosecutor Linda Dunikoski 
added: ‘The jury system 
works in this country, and 
when you present the truth 
to people and they see it, 
they will do the right thing." 
Travis McMichaels' afttor- 
neys said both he and his 


father feel that they did the 
right thing, and that they 
believed the video would 
helo their case. But they 
also said the McMichaels 
regret that Arbery got 
killed. 

‘| can tell you honestly, 
these men are sorry for 
what happened to Ah- 
maud Arbery, attorney 
Jason Sheffield said. "They 
are sorry he’s dead. They 
are sorry for the tragedy 
that happened because of 
the choices they made to 
go out there and try to stop 
him." 

They planned to appeal. 
Bryan's attorney, Kevin 
Gough, said his team was 
“disappointed with the ver- 
dict, but we respect it." He 
planned to file new legal 
motions after Thanksgiving. 
Superior Court Judge Timo- 
thy Walmsley did not im- 
mediately schedule a sen- 
tencing date, saying that 
he wanted to give both 
sides time to prepare. 
Though prosecutors did 
not argue that racism mo- 
tivated the killing, federal 
authorities have charged 
them with hate crimes, al- 
leging that they chased 
and killed Arbery because 
he was Black. That case is 
scheduled to go to trial in 
February.) 





South Dakota Supreme Court rules against pot legalization

SIOUX FALLS, S.D. (AP) — 
The South Dakota Supreme 
Court on Wednesday up- 
held a lower court's rul- 
ing that nullified a voter- 
passed amendment fo 
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the state constitution that 
would have legalized rec- 
reational marijuana use. 

Gov. Kristi Noem instigated 
the legal fight to strike down 
the amendment passed 
by voters in November. 
Though the Republican 


governor opposed marijua- 
na legalization as a social 
ill, her administration's argu- 
ments in court centered on 
technical violations to the 
state constitution. 

The high court sided with 
those arguments in a 4-1 
decision, ruling that the 
measure — Amendment 
A — would have violated 
the state's requirement that 
constitutional amendments 
deal with just one subject. 
"It is clear that Amendment 
A contains provisions em- 
bracing at least three sep- 
arate subjects, each with 
distinct objects or purpos- 
es, Chief Justice Steven 
Jensen wrote in the majority 
opinion, which found recre- 
ational marijuana, medical 
marijuana and hemp each 
to be separate issues. 
About 54% of voters ap- 
proved the constitutional 


amendment last year. But 
Highway Patrol Superin- 
tendent Col. Rick Miller 
sued on Noem's behalf. 
Pennington County Sheriff 
Kevin Thom also joined the 
lawsuit. The high court ruled 
that the law enforcement 
officers did not have stand- 
ing to sue, but because 
Noem ordered Miller's suit, 
they treated it as if Noem 
brought the lawsuit herself. 
Noem praised the decision, 
and noted that If would not 
change how she _ imple- 
ments a separate, voter- 
passed law that legalizes 
medical marijuana. That 
law has already taken ef- 
fect. 

"South Dakota is a place 
where the rule of law and 
our Constitution matter, 
and that's what today's 
decision is about," she said 
in a statement. "We do 


things right — and how we 
do things — matters just as 
much as what we are do- 
Ing." 

The state Supreme Court's 
decision upheld a circuit 
judge's ruling in February. 
Advocates for pot legal- 
ization appealed, arguing 
that the Supreme Court 
should dismiss the legal 
challenge because it over- 
turned the will of voters and 
dampened their future abil- 
ity to enact laws through 
the ballot box.

the ruling “extremely 
flawed" and reliant on "a 
disrespectful assumption 
that South Dakota voters 
were intellectually inca-

COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AP) — Hours after being 
tapped as Sweden's prime 
minister, Magdalena An- 
dersson resigned Wednes- 
day after suffering a bud- 
get defeat in parliament 
and coalition partner the 
Greens left the two-party 
minority government. 

"For me, it is about respect, 
but | also do not want to 
lead a government where 
there may be grounds to 
question Its legitimacy,’ An- 
dersson told a news confer- 
ence. 

Andersson has informed 
parliamentary Soeaker An- 
deras Norlen that she is still 
interested in leading a So- 
cial Democratic one-party 
government. 

She said that "a coalition 
government should resign 
if a party chooses to leave 
the government. Despite 
the fact that the parllamen- 
tary situation is unchanged, 
it needs to be tried again." 
The speaker of Sweden's 
349-seat parliament An- 
dreas Norlen said he had 
received Andersson's resig- 
nation and will contact the 
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Sweden's Minister of Finance Magdalena Andersson gestures, after being elected to party chair- 
man of the Social Democratic Party at the Social Dedmocratic Party congress in Gothenburg,

The governments own 
budget proposal was re- 
jected in favor of one pre- 
sented by the opposition 
that includes the right-wing 
populist Sweden Demo- 
crats. Sweden's third-larg- 
est party Is rooted in a neo- 


Nazi movement. 

"Now the government has 
voted for a budget that 
has been negotiated by a 
right-wing extremist party,’ 
Green Party spokesperson 
Per Bolund said. "That is 
something we deeply re- 
gret.- 

Earlier in the day, Anders- 
son said she could "govern 
the country with the oppo- 
sition's budget."

"We have a united party 
behind us saying we can 
not sit in government that 
implements a policy (the 
Sweden Democrats) ne- 
gotiated. We must look our 
voters in the eye and feel 
pride," said Marta Stenevi, 
the Greens other spokes- 
person as the party chose 
to resign from the govern- 
ment. 

The party said it is prepared 


to stand behind Anders- 
son in a new vote fo tap 
a prime minister. If was un- 
clear what the dramatic 
develooment would lead 
TO. 

The approved budget was 
based on the government's 
own proposal but of the 74 
billion kronor ($8.2 billion) 
that the government want- 
ed to spend on reforms, 
just over 20 billion kronor 
($2.2 billion) will be redis- 
tributed next year, Swedish 
broadcaster SVT said. The 
approved budget aims at 
reducing taxes, increased 
salaries for police officers 
and more money to differ- 
ent sectors of Sweden's ju- 
diciary system. 

Andersson's appointment 
as prime minister had 
marked a milestone for 
Sweden, viewed for de- 
cades as one of Europe's 
most progressive countries 
when it comes to gender 
relations, but which had 
yet to have a woman in the 
top political post. 
Andersson had been 
tapped to replace Stefan 
Lofven as party leader and 
prime minister, roles he relin- 
quished earlier this year.) 





Interpol adopts resolution to fight online child abuse 


ISTANBUL (AP) — Interpol 
member countries are 
calling on nations to urge 


local online end-to-end 
encryption providers ‘to 
take responsibility’ and 


design products with the 
aim of protecting children 
against abuse, the interna- 
tional policing body said 
Wednesday. 

A resolution adopted at 
Interpol’s annual General 
Assembly in Istanbul also 
calls for member countries 
to approve laws enabling 
local law enforcement to 
prevent and resoond to 
online child sexual abuse 
cases using the technol- 
ogy. The resolution was ad- 
opted on the second day 
of the three-day meeting, 
according to an Interpol 
statement. 

"Through the resolution, 
member countries ex- 
oressed their concern at 
the increased use of end- 
to-end encryption to con- 


ceal_ illicit online crimes 
against children such as 
grooming, live streaming 
of sexual abuse and the 
distribution of child sexual 


abuse material,’ Interpol 
said. 
The resolution was over- 


whelmingly endorsed by 
delegates, the statement 
said. About 470 police 
chiefs, ministers and other 
representatives from more 
than 160 countries are at- 
tending the meeting. 

The statement quoted In- 
terool Secretary General 
Juergen Stock as saying: 
"This issue is offen present- 
ed as a zero-sum game, 
privacy versus child protec- 
tion, but both can be pro- 
tected." "With safety by de- 
sign, service providers can 
meet privacy obligations 
and also ensure that new

She urged the 2/7-coun- 
try bloc not to recognize 
Lukashenko or his govern- 
ment, and to boost support 
to ordinary citizens. 

"It is getting late. Since Au- 
gust 2020, there have been 
ample gestures and ex- 
pressions of solidarity.

statement, without naming 
any country. 


They reaffirmed the impor- 
tance of sustaining peace, 
security, safety, freedom 
of navigation and over- 
flights above the South 
China Sea, and the peace- 
ful resolution of disputes in 
accordance with interna- 
tional law, according to 
the statement, released by 
Japan's Foreign Ministry. 
China, which claims most of 
the South China Sea as well 
as Japanese-held islands in 
the East China Sea, says it 
has the right to defend its 
sovereignty, security and 
development interests. 
Japanese officials say Chi- 
nese vessels routinely vio- 
late Japanese _ territorial 
waters near the East Chi- 
na Sea islands, sometimes 
threatening fishing boats. 
The two. countries on 
Wednesday also confirmed 
a range of partnerships in 


areas such as COVID-19, 
infrastructure and climate 
change. Japan will also 
support a strengthening of 
Vietnam's maritime law en- 
forcement capabilities by 
accelerating aid for con- 
struction of patrol vessels. 
On Tuesday, Japan and 
Vietnam signed a cyber- 
security agreement. In 
September, the two coun- 
tries struck a deal allowing 
Japan to provide defense 
equipment and. technol- 
ogy to Vietnam. Details 
of the transfer of specific 
equipment, possibly naval 
vessels, are still being dis- 
cussed.

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) 
Ethiopian Prime Minister 


Abiy Ahmed is already a 
veteran at surprising the 
world in just three years in 
power. He's done it again 
this week by announcing 
that, after a year of waging 
war, he will lead it from the 
battlefront. 

Abiy's rule has been short in 
the vast sweep of Ethiopian 
history, but he has spent 
almost all his life preparing 
for it. Told as a child by his 
mother that she believed 
he would lead Ethiopia, he 
now speaks of martyrdom, 
if needed, to hold the na- 
tion together. 

Ably rocketed to office out 
of seemingly nowhere in 
2018 with vows of dramatic 
reforms to a long-repressive 
national government. He 
also announced he would 
make peace with neigh- 
boring Eritrea after years of 
bitter conflict. For that, the 
youthful prime minister was 
awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize.

now plunged into the fight, 
arriving at the battlefront 
on Tuesday, a government 
sookesman said. 

The prime minister is no 
stranger to war. As a teen- 
ager, he joined fighters 
who eventually overthrew 
the country's Marxist Derg 
regime, then signed up for 
the new government's mili- 
tary. He took part in Ethio- 
pia's war against Eritrea as 
a radio operator, serving 
at the border in Tigray, and 
later became a lieutenant 
colonel. 

Now roles are dramati- 
cally reversed. The Tigray 
fighters Abiy once called 
friends are now the enemy, 
and the Eritrean soldiers he 
once fought have been 
allowed to join the war as 
Ethiopia's allies. 

Years after his career 
turned from the military to 
politics, Abiy faces a bat- 
tlefield challenge he has 
never faced before: Com- 
manding an army. 

But the prime minister is 
known as a man with a 
sense of destiny.) 





Israel fo give Gaza Christians permits for Christmas holiday 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
authorities on Wednesday 
said they would permit 
500 members of the Gaza 
Strio's tiny Christian com- 
munity to enter Israel and 
the occupied West Bank to 
celebrate Christmas. 

Israel has in the past al- 
lowed Gazans to exit the 


blockaded territory — for 
Christmas, though the 
practice was frozen last 


year due to the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

Movement out of Gaza 
also has been restricted 
since an 11-day war last 
May between Israel and 
the territory's Hamas rulers. 
In recent months, however, 
Israel has begun to ease 


some of the restrictions, 
granting several thousand 
Gazans permits to work in- 
side Israel as part of quiet, 
Egyptian attempts to bro- 
ker a long-term cease-fire. 
COGAT, the Israeli defense 
body responsible for Pal- 
estinian civilian affairs, an- 
nounced the permits allow- 
ing people fo visit relatives 
and holy sites in Israel and 
the West Bank. It said it was 
also increasing access to 
Jerusalem for Christians in 
the occupied West Bank 
and allowing some 200 
Gazan Christians to travel 
through Israel to Jordan for 
journeys abroad. 

Bethlehem, revered’ by 
Christians as the birthplace 


of Christ, is in the West Bank. 
The town is heavily depen- 
dent on tourism, but offi- 
cials fear there will be few 
visitors this year due to the 
lingering effects of the pan- 
demic. 

About 1,000 Christians live 
in Gaza, a Tiny fraction of 
the territory's 2 million peo- 
ple. Most are Greek Ortho- 
dox, with Catholics making 
Up about a quarter of the 
small community. 

The ruling Islamic militant 
Hamas movement con- 
siders the Christians a pro- 
tected minority. There had

Censo2020 - Who are our children? 


ORANJESTAD - During the Census 2020, a total 
of 22.830 children between the ages 0 and 17 
were registered, of which 51 % were boys. 


In comparison with the Census 2010, the num- 
ber of children 17 years and younger has seen 
a decline of 11%. 

In October 2020, those younger-than 17 years 
comprise 21% of the population in Aruba. That 
means that 1 out of 5 persons in Aruba is young- 
er than 17 years of age. The Census 2010 indi- 
cated a representation Of 25%) of the popula- 
tion of this age group. 

85% of the individuals in this age group were 
born in Aruba, and 84% have Dutch Nationality. 
IN comparison with Census 2010, this percent- 
age is almost similar. In 2010, 86% of the individ- 
uals in this age group were born in Aruba, and 


88% had a Dutch Nationality. In 2020, those in 
this group that were not born in Aruba came 
from 51 different countries. 

During the Census2020, the children were pres- 
ent in one-third of homes in Aruba. In 35% of 
homes, there is at least one child under the age 
of 17. Most of these children live with a married 
couple with children, a total of 44%. 19% lived 
with a non-married couple with children, 30% 
lived with a.single mother, 3% lived with a single 
father, and 3% lived alone. 

In 2020, 81% of homes had at least 1 child or 
teenager between 0-17 years living in a house, 
while 16% lived in an apartment, and 3% lived in 
another kind of home. In 76% of the homes with 
children, the parents owned the house. 
Children younger than 17 years live all around 
in Aruba. 


Census2020 indicates that 24% of the young 
age group lives in Oranjestad East and West, 
followed by Noord and Tanki Leendert with 23%.

Dollar Tree makes it official: ltems will now cost $1.25 


NEW YORK (AP) — Faced 
with the rising cost of goods 
and freight, discount retail 
chain Dollar Tree said Tues- 
day it will be raising its pric- 
es to $1.25 for the majority 
of its products. 

Dollar Tree said the reason 
for raising its prices to $1.25 
was not due fo ‘short-term 
or transitory market condi- 
tions’ and said the price 
increases were perma- 
nent. The higher prices will 
also allow the company to 
cope with high merchan- 
dise cost increases as well 
as higher operating costs, 
such as wages, it said. 
"(Dollar Tree) believes this 
is the appropriate time to 
shiff away from the con- 


straints of the $1.00 price 
point in order to continue 
offering extreme value to 
customers, the company 
said in a statement. 

Dollar Tree was one of the 
last true "dollar stores" after 
most of its competition had 
moved away from. that 
price point. 

The company, which _ is 
based in Chesapeake, Vir- 
ginia, said in September 
it was testing the higher 
orices at select stores. On 
Tuesday, it said it will intro- 
duce the new price point in 
more than 2,000 additional 
Dollar Tree stores in Decem- 
ber and complete the roll- 
out fo all ifs stores by early 
next year. The company 


has about 8,000 Dollar Tree 
stores. 

CEO Michael Witynski said 
he expects the Dollar Tree 
customers to remain loyal. 

Its shoppers "believe that at 
$1.25, it's still going to be an 
undeniable value because 
of what they're seeing out 
in the marketplace," Wityn- 
ski said on a call with in- 
dustry analysts. “And they 
know that Dollar Tree hasn't 
raised its price in 35 years, 
so they're giving us credit." 

The company's stock rose 
9.2% on Tuesday following 
the announcement, which 
was paired with the com- 
pany's quarterly earnings. 
Analysts at Citigroup called 
the earnings '"disappoint-

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Mouthguard sensors help provide 
research on player safety

MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The 
mouthguards that some 


college football players are 
wearing this season have a 
dual purpose. 

Not only does the equip- 
ment provide the obvious 
protection for teeth and 
jaws, It also includes sensors 
collecting data to help re- 
search the best way fo pre- 
vent serious head injuries. 
Ten NFL teams already had 
been using these sensors 
for the last few years. This 
season, college players at 
Alabama, North Carolina, 
Washington and Wisconsin 
also have utilized these cus- 
tom-made mouthguards. 
While helmet sensors al- 
ready had been used for 
many years to study the im- 
pact of blows to the head, 
experts believe the mouth- 
guard sensors add a new 
perspective. 

"We wanted to get inside 
the helmet and closer to 
the target of interest," NFL 
chief medical officer Allen 
Sills said. "That's where the 
mouthguard seemed to be 
a natural choice because 
it's closest to the brain and 
allows us to see what the 
body is actually feeling." 
Jennifer Langton, the NFL's

senior vice president of 
health and safety innova- 
tion, said the league was 
seeking to partner with re- 
search schools with strong 
football programs. Players 
from each school could 
volunteer to use the mouth- 
guards that included the 
Sensors. 

Officials at the respective 
schools said about 35 play- 
ers were using the mouth- 
guard sensors at Washing- 
ton and 20 at Alabama. 
Jason Mihalik, a professor 
in North Carolina's depart- 
ment of exercise and sport 
science, said about 40 of 
the Tar Heels have used the 
sensors and that 30 are ac- 
tively wearing them at any 
given time. 

“We really wanted fo start 
with a manageable num- 
ber that we could effec- 
tively do, and then contin- 
ue to grow if we're getting 
valuable data and there's 
still an interest in continu- 
ing, said Lizzie Elder, a pro- 
gram director and associ- 
ate professor for Alabama's 
athletic training program. 
Wisconsin didn't disclose 
how many players were 
using the mouthguard sen- 
sors. Daniel Cobian, a pro- 
fessor of orthopedics and 
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rehabilitation for Wiscon- 
sins school of medicine 
and public health, said the 
sensors went to linemen 
and tight ends. Cobian 
said he believes those posi- 
tions were the focus at the 
other schools as well. 

"We know that linemen 
sustain not just the poten- 
tial magnitude but a high 
volume of head impacts 
because they play in close 
contact with other players," 
Cobian said. 

School and league officials 
credited the designers of 
the sensors for finding a way 
to produce the technology 
on such a small piece of 
equioment without mak- 
ing It significantly larger or 
more cumbersome. They 
say that the mouthguards 
with the sensors don't look 
much different from those 
without them. 

Elder said Alabama's spe- 
cially designed mouth- 
guards even include the 
Alabama logo. 

"It's not like it's a bigger 
mouthguard, or it's bulkier 
or more uncomfortable," 
Mihalik said. "They're pretty 
much the same form." 
Wisconsin nose — tackle 
Keeanu Benton says he 
started wearing the mouth- 
guards with sensors be- 
cause he wanted to help 
orovide feedback for the 
researchers. Benton said 
the mouthguards _ initially 
seemed a little big to him 
but that he quickly adapt- 
ed. 

"It feels just The same now," 
Benton said. 

The mouthguards with the 
sensors are so similar to a 
typical mouthguard that 
school officials occasion- 
ally have to remind players 
to be careful with them. 
"We've noticed players are 
pretty hard on their mouth- 
guards," said Kimberly Har- 
mon, a professor of fam- 
ily medicine and orthope- 
dics and sports medicine 
at Washington's school of 
medicine. "They stick them 
in helmets. They chew on 
them. They dont really 
mind wearing the mouth-

being there at the first 
launch, It really was mind- 
blowing.” 

Amazon founder Jeff 
Bezos and Star Trek star Wil- 
liam Shatner flew to soace 
on separate New Shepard 
flights this year. Shatner be- 
came the oldest person in 
space, eclipsing the previ- 
ous record — set by a pas- 
senger on Bezos' flight in 
July — by eight years. 
Virgin Galactic's Richard 
Branson went into space in 
his own rocket ship in July, 
followed by Bezos nine 
days later on Blue Origin's 
first flight with a crew. Elon 
Musk's Spacex made its 
first private voyage in mid- 
September, though with- 
out Musk on board.)

The 
Bears and Lions are familiar 
Thanksgiving foes, with this 
being their 19th meeting, 
two shy of the record held 
by Detroit and Green Bay.

The Chiefs 
beat Dallas, which was pre- 
viously ranked third. 

The Tennessee Titans, who 
received the remaining 
first-place vote, dropped 
three places to No. 5 after 
a turnover-filled loss to the 
Houston Texans. 

Much to the chagrin of 


many fans across the 
league, the New England 
Patriots are back in_ first 
place in the AFC East and 
playing their best as the 
season hits the second half. 
The Patriots gained two 
places to No. 6 and they 
host the Titans on Sunday in 
a game that could have a 
big impact on the playoff 
race in the AFC.
